HAT OLD FAMILIAR FACE—PRICE CUTTING! 


WONDERS sometimes ever learn! Looking back 
old files predecessors and the early 
binding one finds ever-running thread 
complaint about price-cutting. It’s challenge try 
anything new say about this vicious practice, but 
certain facts are outstanding. 

Today’s price cutting perhaps more disastrous than that 


yesteryear, for generally speaking, done planned 
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basis, not haphazardly. Not much case saying, “Well, 
the going price 25c thousand, and I’m sure that’s what 
Jones will charge, so, heck, knock down 20c and 
sure get the business.” Chances are that such indi- 
vidual was still under the assumption that 20c, he’d make 
money, but it’s equally likely that actually, didn’t know, 
for cost systems were comparatively rare. All could hope 
for was that sometime would “average out.” 

Today have more distressing spectacle! Almost 
everyone keeps some kind cost records, but still price- 
cutting continues, and more vicious scale, when firm 
that should know and does because its cost 
system, deliberately underbids wide margin. 
does more damage the industry and himself, 
then the guessing competitor, because his deliberate mal- 
practice. 

Moreover, some instances, can, sometimes, haled 
before the Federal Trade Commission charges dis- 
criminatory pricing, transactions below cost, and other of- 
fenses, should member any group which has 
signed fair trade practice code with the FTC. However, 
must cautioned here, lest binders get the idea that com- 
petitors can hauled wholesale into court, that the com- 
plainant must prove that the seller who got the job, did 
deliberately undercut with the intention thereof, 
such offer was not made good faith. It’s tricky legal 
point which was upheld N.Y.C. suit little over years 
ago. 

Whatever the legal recourse. the practice still continues 
vicious ever, and destructive the perpetrator 
the for the easiest thing pay back the same 
coin. It’s easy get business cut prices, but the customer, 
once having tasted comes back for more, until the 
vampire. However. the aftermath his demise remains 
curse the rest the industry for years come, the still 
unsated benefitor seeks drag others into the same trap. 

Differences prices arising from understandable lower 
costs, the possession favorable machine, location, 
other factor, are easily understood and few cents dollars 
one way the other not cause alarm. But when 
customer can get prices from high three times the 
lowest bid, which may half much the majority 
bids, something more than fishy! 

B&BP suggests that readers who may doubt their cost 
systems consult the numerous pieces hidden costs that 
have been published over the years, and make certain 
that least they know every cost factor given job, 
that they may quote honest prices without fear contra- 
diction, and that they join educational efforts the part 
their local national trade associations curb, educate, 
otherwise restrain the out-and-out chiseler.

Safety occupied the attention the

insurance fees compensation insur- 
ance, reduction lost time both in- 
jured and fellow workers alike and 
many other ways.

ment risk.

accidents, number days lost, the fre- 
quency rate and severity rate, for 
reporting plants covering 1950 through 
the first six months this year.

Prior moving west, Erslund, 
birth and trained bookbind- 
ins since was 14, had worked 
Cleveland for years. Previously 
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was with shops Chicago 
and New York City, and also worked 
the Stewart bindery Pitts- 
burgh, and the Hugo Kalmbacher 
Sons bindery Toledo, Ohio. 

When Erslund took over the shop, 
favorably located the rim the 
downtown Denver business district 
2230 Welton St., included 1,000 sq. ft. 
stretched narrow rectangle behind 
attractive stone and 
front. 1948 the one-story structure 
was extended depth include 2,500 
sq. floor space thus occupying the 
limit building area available. Today 
this expansion already insufficient 
accommodate all the business offered. 

Being oblong shape, the plant 
not ideally suited library binding. 
However, Erslund has 
duction difficulties putting tables 
and machines such the Merz Vonder 
Haar casemaking machine wheels. 
Erslund and his wife, together with his 
daughter and son-in-law, plus four em- 
ployees, staff the plant.

Unique his sewing frame which 
had just arrived from Denmark.

The condition machines and 
the skill operators have most 
with spoilage. absolutely neces- 
sary any successfully operated plant 
that spoilage kept absolute 
minimum and never taken for granted.

Its im- 
ortance the protection employees and instrument 
production was recognized the outset our manage- 
ment. Consequently, have worked conscientiously and 
continuously improve our safety record, eliminate every 
possible cause condition that might result injury our 

should like summarize and discuss the various facets 
effective accident prevention under two headings: 

Elimination Mechanical and Physical Hazards 

Prevention Unsafe Acts through Individual Em- 

ployees’ Participation Accident Prevention, Theory, 
and Practice. 

Under the first heading would like present few 
mechanical and physical hazards illustrate some the 
many problems connected with safety, and the steps have 
taken correct them. 

Slips and Falls account for lot pressroom injuries. 
the size our presses and the necessity for our 
operators and pressmen work all over and around them, 
found advisable install walkways and railings 
eround all our perfector presses running from the feeder 
the gear side, thus providing ready access all parts the 
feeder end the press. Since this has been done have 
not had single case employee slipping falling from 
his press compared with the rather frequent occurrence 
this previously. 

There are innumerable opportunities for finger and hand 
injuries the modern pressroom with its intricate and high 
speed machinery. One the most deadly these occurs 
the operation “reeling the packing” the second cylin- 
der perfector press. The awkward position the oper- 
holding his packing and the pull the carborundum 
the cylinders rotate toward each other can easily 
hand arm being drawn between the cylinders. 
machine shop devised solid steel bar guard that 
between the cylinders, with just enough clear- 
cace above the second cylinder permit the sheet pass

Power truck injuries 


Electric power lift trucks provide modern and efficient 
means transporting and storing the heavy skids paper 
and printed sheets the modern pressroom. Yet, like the 
they create new hazards despite the elimination 
the hazards less modern methods transportation. 
These trucks, even when operated the most skillful opera- 
tors, can creatures injury our crowded 
pressrooms. The noise the machinery operating full 
capacity frequently obliterates the approaching sounds one 
these modern monsters. Unsuspecting personnel can all 
too easily step directly into their path. provide definite 
and continuous warning their approach, installed 
bells containing steel ball one wheel each truck. 
The bell rings automatically every time the wheels turn— 
and the faster the speed the louder the bell rings. 

Speaking power trucks, frequently necessary 
uperate and manipulate them close quarters. certain 
times and under certain operating conditions the steering 
handle (on older model trucks) projects the extent that 
the operator’s hand may caught mashed. protective 
piece metal welded the handle affords the operator 
protection this respect. 

Directional arrows painted the floor indicate traffic 
flow blind corners and corridor intersections serve 
effective warning device both for plant pedestrian and power 
truck traffic. They are used throughout the plant all such 
intersections. 


Metal saw dangers 


Next should like mention couple the hazards 
encounter type setting operations. Metal power saws are 
generally provided with guard cover the saw blade. 
However, discovered good many years ago that small 
particles metal were continually flying into the eyes 
cur saw operators. Investigation revealed that making 
close cuts was necessary for the operator get his face 
and eyes position where they could easily struck 
riccocheting metal. Our safety committee found that cut- 
ting away part the metal guard and substituting heavy 
piece glass and installing light that would illumi- 
nate the point operation, that the workman could easily 
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follow his work while remaining upright position. 
have had eye injuries this nature since this was done. 
Vandercook electric proof press efficient and labor 
machine. However, except for the most recent models, 
can produce some serious finger injuries the operator’s 
hand between the galley and the inking im- 
pression rollers. piece ordinary screen door spring, 
installed along these rollers protrude approxi- 
mately the roller, will give the operator suffi- 
cient warning remove his hand time avoid injury. 


Solvents and fires 


Solvents used type washes fire and explosion hazard 
well industrial health problem. Because volatility 
desirable feature, generally the more efficient the wash, 
the the hazard. such toxicity, chemical 
and flash point are prime importance, but 
regardless these, believe can say without fear 
contradiction that adequate exhaust system comp!ete with 
spark-rroof motor, lights and switches must for maxi- 
mum safety. 

The preceding are but a-very few the mechanical 
physical kazards that are found our industry. Never- 
theless, believe they are illustrative some degree the 
magnitude our problem. not attempting present 
others because there another factor effective accident 
prevention that deem just important (and sometimes 


Keep interested 


refer the human element safety that mentioned 
previously. generally recognized that 88% all acci- 
dents and injuries result from unsafe acts—the human ele- 
ment. This where and how guards are rendered inopera- 
tive, the worker reaches around under the guards just 
plain sticks his hands into moving gears, etc. firmly believe 
that the success any safety program direct ratio 
the amount the active interest and participation the 
individual employee. 

There are many devices for creating and maintaining em- 
ployee interest accident prevention. Safety contests and 
safety boards are two that might mentioned—the National 
Safety Council has detailed material and instructions 
many others that can secured for the asking. 


Safety record panel 


Kingsport Press publicize accidents that have occurred, 
that others may profit the experience gained each 
accident, maintain illuminating Safety Board the 
Main Entrance the plant where most our employees 
pass every day. The board lists each the major depart- 
ments and light burns opposite each department. green 
bulb burns there have been accidents the depart- 
ment, yellow bulb there has been “caution” accident 
requiring medical attention but not resulting 
and red bulb used lost-time disabling accident 
has occurred.

This should kept under pressure 
quarter half hour, depend- 
the climate, till slightly 
and very pliable. Place 
thin layer thick strong glue and you 
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and boards put the book into the cover, 
and with waterproof sheets between 
cover and book press the book between 
metal-bound boards. 

When the book dry you trim the 
inner margins off the vellum and cut 
two pieces vellum for lining the 
cover. Line them with paper exactly 
you did with the vellum for the 
cover. Then trim them the exact size 
between vellum margins your inner 
cover. Now glue them down and place 
the press. 

Though this may little expen- 
sive, easy and will prevent any 
warping the cover. the book 
now dry, you may paste down the end- 
sheets. 

For those who don’t care line with 
vellum, several layers strong kraft 
paper will well. You have 
place the case the table when your 
first lining dry and wait and see 
the cover tends warp the outside. 
this happens, add another lining 
paper and keep repeating until the 
cover remains very straight. 

For those desiring handsomer book, 
make headbands hand, and before 


turning in, put bit thick white 


two, and proceed forming the caps 
with leatherbound books. 


Perhaps you like added flourish 
your cover. Turn the vellum 
the fore-edges over knitting needle, 
then remove the needle, put ruler 
the turn-in straight with the end the 
board and fold the overlap with 
folder-up.

Invoices are presented the manu- 
facturer the publisher the follow- 
ing order: for composition (typeset- 
ting), plates and presswork. Paper 
usually, cloth, occasionally. 
plied the publisher. 


Invoices for binding are rendered 
when the books are ready for delivery. 
Special arrangements call for render- 
ing invoices when the books are de- 
livered the publisher. for his ac- 
count. Undelivered books are kept 
the manufacturer’s warehouse for fu- 
ture delivery. accordance with 
trade practice established the book 
manufacturers, books are kept the 
manufacturers for the account the 
publisher for certain period. the 
expiration the period the manufac- 
turers render invoice for the balance 
the binding charge. Pending the re- 
ceipt invoice for the balance 
the binding charges, the publisher sets 
deferred liability for binding 
charges; this will further explained 
under deferred binding charges. 


Printed sheets 


Very often, quantity printed sheets 
remain unbound until additional books 
are required for future sales. Some 


publishers not bind the entire 
tion, when appears that the total 
quantity may not disposed of. 
binding cost eliminated when there 
need for further binding. 
bound sheets are also kept inventory 
for sale book clubs and other book 
distributors, who arrange for 
bindings, and who bind their own 


books. 


Cost books sold (unit costing) 


Cost records are maintained the 
production 
ments; the former for the purpose 
controlling production, the latter for 
the purpose accounting. Some pub- 
lishers maintain one cost record which 
shared both departments. 
cost records contain the cost printed 
sheets and bound books. The unit costs 
are shown for each edition. 


The cost records are prepared from 
invoices received from the manufac 
turer, showing the press work and 
binding charges, and the number 
copies printed and bound. The quan 
tity paper and cloth consumed 
transferred from the inventory 
counts; this information 
from the production department.

Although plant cost charged off 
currently, inventory kept the 
store the plates with the manufacturers 
and printers. Plates are inventoried 
annually the various locations, and 
verified with the publisher’s records.

The printed sheet inventory covers 
the cost paper and presswork. The 
bound book inventory includes the ag- 
gregate costs paper, presswork and 
binding.

Some publishers include 
work-in-process printed sheet inven- 
tory. Books shipped consignment 
are shown separately, and also included 
the bound book inventory. Where 
more than one type book pub- 
lished, separate inventories are main 
tained for each class. keep accu- 
rate inventory records there must 
close cooperation between the produc- 
tion and accounting departments. The 
inventory records disclose the quantity 
printed sheets and bound books, 
well work-in-process hand the 
various plants and warehouses, etc. 

The manufacturer submits inven- 
tory report annually, such times 
agreed upon, the quantity 
printed sheets and bound books 
hand the end the publisher’s fiscal 
year. The accounting, confirmations 
they are generally known, are pre- 
pared from the 
petual records. Some manufacturers 
make test checks. 

Paper and cloth supplied the book 
publishers the various printers and 
manufacturers for current use and for 
future publications are accounted for 
the end the fiscal year. 

Inventory reports received from the 
printers and manufacturers are checked 
against the publisher’s records. Very 
little difficulty experienced the 
verification paper and cloth. The 
problem arises with respect bound 
books. Differences occur frequently and 
the publishers are required ask the 
manufacturers for recounts. The dif- 
ferences may due 
books transit and over-runs 
under-runs, which are not disclosed 
until the inventories are verified. 

Over-runs and under-runs are due 
(1) difference quantity paper de- 
livered the manufacturer, and (2) 
spoilage printing and binding. 
though the production department allo- 
cates sufficient paper for the specific 
printings, the actual quantity may 
over short. The spoilage printing 
and binding varies. 

Where there difference due 
over-runs under-runs, adjustment 
made. there overage, the 
publisher charged with additional 
binding charges. there shortage, 
the publisher receives credit for bind- 
ing charges.

Deferred binding charges 


The book publisher makes payment 
the menufacturer for composition 
(typesetting), plate making, and press- 
work uron completion. The payment 
for binding, however, made dif- 
ferent terms. 

The most usual method, custom 
developed among book manufacturers, 
hold the completed books their 
warehouse for the account the pub- 
lisher, and defer the billing for bind- 
ing until such time the books are 
delivered the publisher. However, 
the expiration stated period, 
the books are still the manufactur- 
warehouse, bill will then ren- 
dered for the unpaid binding charges. 

accounting problem arises when 
bill has not been rendered the 
manufacturer for the charges

Transparent proofs 
absolute fidelity necessary black 
and white repro proofs using metal 
types, even more for the proving 
transparent sheets which the alien 
properties standard inks and the non- 
absorbent surfaces glassine acetate 
are difficult blend. While limited re- 
touching possible standard repro- 
duction proofs, transparent proofs

Above everything else the all-impor- 
tant skill the competent proof press 
operator, the anchor man, upon whom 
the “win” the entire reproduction 
proof operation hinges. Unfortunately, 
critical labor shortages the industry 
make one the major problems 
the graphic arts. And until some 
means devised training men this 
increasingly important printing opera- 
tion, the quality repro proofs will 
have suffer. The run-of-the-mill proof 
press operators, according the sources 
interviewed, are just not trained 
handle properly the highly valuable 
product highly paid compositor 
the volumes currently demand.

The combination magnesium and 
two two-color presses which are avail- 
able ABCo’s plant Cincinnati, O., 
has given Brenner price advantage 
that even offset cannot beat first 
printing. 

With plastic plates Brenner has real- 
ized similar advantages. Using per- 
fector press managed add 100 
pages revised edition without in- 
creasing its cost. 

For his next book printed from 
plastic plates, Brenner planning 
use the Fairchild Scan-A-Graver cuts. 
This machine produces the illustration 
image plastic sheet automatic, 
photo-electric methods matter 
minutes. The plan calls for blocking 
out area equal the size the il- 
lustration the metal composition 
that the plastic plate will have re- 
cessed surface which the plastic en- 
graving pasted with double-faced ad- 
hesive.

ABCo now producing book which 
uses black and two Benday screens. 

most cases, however, ABCo has re- 
lied color heavily its competi- 
tors, but with the difference that 
many cases split fountain techniques 
have afforded them maximum variety 
the use colors for each press run. 
Thus giving them visual advantage 
having book with two-color through- 
out, rather than few isolated four- 
color illustrations! (see June. 67). 


Boston traffic 


Observing that the race for Fotosetter 
composition among publishers like 
Boston traffic where the first man the 
intersection has the right way, Bren- 
ner nurses wound the form 
book set long ago the Fotosetter ma- 
chine and made into magnesium plates 
but never published due circum- 
stance beyond the realm manufactur- 
ing. This resulted saving over 
$1500 over-all cost, compared simi- 
lar book, size, length, and compila- 
tion, made three years ago. Foto- 
setter composition 
with magnesium offers attractive ad- 
vantages; even more so, because the 
book had planned included work 
usually entrusted ruling machines 
and generally found business forms, 
and like them also had typography be- 
tween lines vertically and horizontally. 

Brenner keen Fotosetter com- 
position.

cient illustrations was produced 
Monotype with plastic plates. Compli- 
cated make-up characterized this 
job economical and simple with film.

Comparatively short art books which 
the publisher wishes play some 
way, offer opportunity for good de- 
sign. have repeatedly said that de- 
sign should never overpower the sub- 
ject matter but should show its 
best. Anyone who fond books and 
pictorial material, anyone who ever 
helped hang show gallery has 
surely felt the lack adequate wall- 
space. books, particularly art 
books, there never enough white 
space really “hang” the illustrations, 
captions and text.
